Fifth, to place on these estates the 
contrabands that have come withia the 
army lines, and set them at work to secure 
the growing crops of suzar, cotton, rice 
and to pay them fair 
weges for their labor, bu: to keep them 
constantly employed. 
. The crops when secured are to be sent 
to New Orleans and sold at the highest 
maket price. Food and clothing are to be 
purchased by the Commissioners and the 
gameto be iseued to the contrabands in 
proper quantities. Sixth, loyal plauters 
are allowed to remain in possession 
of their plantations and to hire 
contrabands to cultivate them. 
There are other details, but the foregoing 
embrace the principal features of the plan. 
The suger crop, now ready to be gathered, 
is estimated to be worth twenty millioas 
of dollars, and other Louisiana crops ser- 
- eral millioms more. Butler thus solves the 
whole problem of what shall be dope with 
the negroes after they are freed. He sets 
them to work on the plantations, and 
peys them fair wages for their 
work—charzing them with the food 
they consnme and psys them in casi 
the balance due, to be spent or invested as 
the caruer may choose. Under Builer’s 
superintendence there is ne dout but the 
plan wili work first rete. The rebel owners 
are dispossessed, and their property passes 
imto the possession of the United States, to 
be used or sold, and the proceeds devoted 
to paying the expense of ‘putting down 
the rebellion, thereby 
pockets of loyal tax psyers.
